principal was Mother Clara Spang; in 1894, a brick school was

built at a cost of $5,500, and the current school building was

completed in 1958; and

WHEREAS, In 1993, the school had its first lay principal,

Mrs. Cathy McGarrahan, and the current principal, Mr. Mike

Palmer, began in 2003; the highest enrollment at Saints Peter

and Paul Catholic School was in the 1960s, when over 600

students were enrolled; and

WHEREAS, The Saints Peter and Paul Catholic School family

will celebrate a liturgy on Wednesday, February 2, 2005, to

close the school's 135th anniversary; therefore, be it
